ihean are perfons of confidei-able namr^ that the term patavinity re- 
Ijited to Livy's political pAPciples. The city of Padua was warm- 
ly attached to the fide of freedom ; and confequcntly embraced 
tlie interefls of Pompey. Livy, educated in thcfe fentlments, ex- 
prelTed them in his works. Thofe who paid court to the Caefars 
confiderrd this, it is.faidy as a blemiih; and accouuiiug for.thefe 
prepofleflions of the hiflorian by his habits of thinking coutra^led 
in his native city, they termed their charge paiavhuty.

objedion, tho* founded in liberality, will naturaHy 
fall to the grpund. 

The circumflancc of one of the Reprefentalives of 
the firft city in. the world having loft his leg, while 
bathing in the fea, by the bite of a (hark, is well 
known ; nor can the dexterity with which he avails 
himfelf of the ufe of an artificial one^ have efcaped 
the obfervation of thofe who have feen him in the 
Houfe of Commons, any more than the remarkable 
humility with which he is accuftomed to introduce 
his very pointed and important obfervations upon 
the matters in deliberation before that augufr 
aflembly, 

** One moment's time might I prefume to beg?** 
Cries raodeft Watfon, on his wooden lieg ;. 
That Leg, in which fuch wond'rous art is (liewn^ 
It almoft feems to {ervc him like his own ; 
Oh ! had the raonfter who- for breakfail eat 
That lucklefs limb,, his nobler noddle met. 
The beft of workmen, nor the belt of wood, 
Had fcarce fiipply'd him with a head fo good. 

To have affertcd that neither the utmoft extent of 
human ikill, nor the greatell perfection in the ma* 
terials, could have been equal to an undertaking fo 

arduous^ 
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arduous, would have been a fpecies of adulation fo 
fulfome, as to have (hocked the known niodefty of 
the worthy magiflrate ; but the forcible manner in- 
which the difficulty of fupplying io capital 2l lofs is 
exprelTed, conveys, with theutmoll delicacy, a hand- 
fbme, and, it muft be confefTcd^ a mofl juftly me- 
rited compliment to the Alderman's abilities. 

The imitation of celebrated writers is recommend- 
ed by Longinus, and has, as our readers muft have 
frequently obferved, been pra6Hfed with great fuc- 
cefs, by our. author, yet we cannot help thinking 
that he has puflied the precept of this great critic,, 
fomewhat too far in having condefcended to copy,, 
may we venture to fay with too much fervility^ a. 
genius fo much inferior to himfclf as Mr« Pope, Itu 
the following lines : 

Can I Newhaven, Fergufon forget, 

While Roman fpirit charms, or Scottish wit ? 

Macdonald, fliining a refulgent ftar 

To light alike the fen ate and the bar. 

And Harley, conftant to fupport the throne. 

Great follower of its iuterefls, and his •wn. 

The fubflitiition of Scotilh for Attic, in the fecon J 
line, is unqueftionahly an improvement, (ince how- 
cvci* Attic wit may have been proverbial in ancient 

times 
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tiiTies, the natives of Scotland are confefTedly dif- 
tinguifhed among rtiodern nations for t{iis quality, 
that the alteration certainly adds confiderable force 
to the compliment. 

However happily and juflly the characters are here 
defcribed, we cannot think this merit fufficient to 
counterbalance the obje6Hon we have prefumed to 
fugged:, and which is priacipally founded upon the 
extreme veneration and high refped we entertain 
for the genius of our author. Mr. Addifon has ob- 
ferved, that Virgil falls infinitely (hort of Horner in 
the characters of his Epic Poem, both as to their 
variety and novelty, but he could not with juilicc 
have faid the fame of the author of the Rolliad ; 
atid wc will venture to affert, that the fingle book 
of this Poem, now under oiir cbnfideration, is, in 
this refpeCt, fuperior to the whole, both of the Iliad 
and the JEndd together. The charaders fucceed 
each other with a rapidity that* fcarccly allows the 
reader time to admire and feel their feveral beau- 
ties. 

Galloway and Gideon, in themfelvcs a fiofF, 
Of York and Cove/itry the fplendid boaft, 
Whitbread ai^d Ongley, pride of Bedford's vale, 
This fam'd for felling, that for faving ale; 

. . And 
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And N— ^ — y P— — t, as the morning fair. 
Bright as the fun, but common aa the air; 
Inconftant nymph! who flill with open arms. 
To ev'ry Minifter devotes her charms. 

But when the Poet comes to defcribe the characf^er 
of the hero of his work, the prefent Member for the 
county of Devon, whom Merlin points out to his 
illullrious ance.lor, as uniting in himfelf all the va- 
rious merits of the wonhies whofe excellencies he 
has recorded, he feems to rife even above himfelf.— 
It is impoffible to do juftice to his character, without 
tranfcribing the whole, which would exceed the 
limits of our work ; we fliall therefore only give to 
our readers the concluding lines, becaufe they con- 
tain chara6teriflic obfervations upon other diftin- 
guiflicd Members, mofl of whom have hitherto paiTed 
unnoticed. 

In thee, my fon, (hall tv^ry \irtue meet 
To form both fenator and man complete, 
A mind like Wray's, with ftores of fancy fraught, 
The wife Sir Watkin's vail extent of thought. 
Old Nugent's Ilyle, fublime, yet nc*er obfcure, 
With B— - Grammar, as his confcicnce pure, 
Brett's brilliant fallies, Martin's fterling fenfej 
And Gilbert'^ wit, that never gave offence. 
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Like Wilkes, a zealot in his fov'reign^s cauft; 
Learn'd as Macdonald in his country's laws,. 
Acnte as Auberey, as Sir Llyod polite. 
As Eadwicke lively, and as Ambler bright,- 

The juflice of the compliment of Sir Cecil Wray^ 
will not be difputed by thofe who have been fortu-' 
nate enough to have met with the beautiful fpeci' 
mens of juvenile poetry, with which fome of his 
friends have lately indulged the public^ 

Johannes Scriblerus, a lineal defcendant of the 
learned, aod celebrated Martinus, reads ** Starling 
" Martin's fenfe," alluding to that powerful oppo- 
nent of the deteftable Coalition having recommend- 
ed, that a bird of that fpecies fliould be placed on 
the right of the Speaker's chair, after having been 
taught to repeat the word Coalition, in order to re-^ 
mind the houfe of that difgraceful event, which had 
nearly eftabliflied an efficient and ftrong government 
in this country : to which fcvere and admirable 
firoke of fatire, the obje£t of it clumfily and uncivilly 
anfwered, that whilft that gentleman fat in the houfe, 
he believed the Starling might be allowed to perform 
his office by deputy; we have, however, ventured 
to differ from this great authority, and fhall con- 
tinue to read, ** Martin's Sterling fenfe," as wtll^ 
bccaufe we are of opinion, that thefe words are pe- 
culiarly 
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cullarty applicable to the gentleman alluded to^ as 
that it does irot appear probable our author ftiould 
have been williugto make his poem the vehicle of an 
iadecent farcafra upon a perfoa of fuch eminent 
abilities* 

The compliment to Mr- B— - G— — — , in the 
comparifon of the purity of his language, to the in* 
tegrity of his condu6t^ is happily conceived ; but 
that to the ingenious Mr. Gilbert, the worthy chair* 
man of the Committee of Supply, is above all praife, 
and will, we are perfuaded, notwithftanding the v'l* 
olcnce of party, by all fides admitted to be ftri^tly 
juft.. 

Having now concluded our obfervations upon thif. 
part of thePoem — we fhall clofe them with remark- 
ingi that as our author evidently borrowed the idea 
of this vifion, in which the charader of future 
times are defcribed, from Virgil^ he has far furpaiT- 
cd his original,, and as his defcription of the prefent 
Houfe of Commons, may not improbably have cal- 
led to his mind the Pandaemonium of Milton, -we 
do not fcruple to alTert, that in the execution of his 
defign, that great mailer of the fublime has fallea 
infinite^ (hort of hiin*

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Amongst the various prcteniions to critical ap» 
probation, which are to be found in the excellent 
and never-fufficientiy to be adroired produ6tioD| .] 
which is the objedt of thefe comments, there is one 
that will ^rike the claffical obferver as peculiarijr 
prominent and praife-worthy > — namely, the un- 
common ability fhenii by the author, in the felec* 
tion of his heroes, Tht perfona that are introduced 
in the courfe of this poem, are (;ha rasters that fpeak 
for themfelvcs. The very mention of their names, 
is a fummons to approbation; and the relation of 
their hiAory, if given in detail, would prove nothing 
more than a lengthened panegjric. Wlio that has 
heard of the names of a JenJcmfon^ a Rohlnfon^ or a 
^Dundas^ has not in the fanve breath heard alfo iv/j^t 
tley are? This is the fecret of our author's fcience 
and, excellence. It is this that enables him to omit 
the dull detail of introdu£lory explanation, and to 
fatten upon his bufinefs, if one may ufe the expref' 
fion, flap dafh, and at once.

we were to look upon Neftcr as having a quarter of 
the interefting circumlocution of the ambiguous 
TTngent ; to confider Achilles as poiTeiTed of half the 
anger of z Rolle^ or to fuppofe for a moment, that 
the famous 'arai^o^-tpn vi of antiquity, could run nearFy 
fo fail in a rage^ as the member for Devon in Sifriglf. 
To conceive the yellow-haired Paris to have had half 
the beauty of the ten times more yellow-haired ^7- 
iien ; to look upon Agamemnon as in any degree fo 
didatorial to his chiefs as the high minded Richmond. 
To corifider the friendfliip of Patrochs^ as poffeffed 
of a millionth portion of the difintereftcd attach- 
ment of a Dundas. To have any conception that 
the chofen band of Jhsffalian Myrmidons^ were to be

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grace to our author's general judgment of fele6lion \ 
namely, that worthy Baronet, and univerfally ad* 
mired wit, Sir Richard HlU^ of whom it may be troijlf 
laid,

He looks upon him as an individual meriting tvttf 
diilindion, and has thought proper therefore, al« 
though he has been (lightly touched upon before, 
to refcue him from the more indifcriminate mob, for 
a particular defcfiption. Speaking of Sir Richard*^ 
ftylc of elocution, our author oblcrvcs-— 

With Bible bawdy, and with facred fmut, 
His rev'rend jokes, fee pious Richard cirtf 
He to thCwWon<i*ring fen ate firfl reveal'd. 
That gofpel was for joke, fo wide a field : 
That no refource was ever found for wit, 
Half fo prolific as the holy writ i 
And that of all the jeft-books man has known. 
The Bible's merits moil diflinguiihM fhone. 

This defcription will be readily felt, and we truft,. 
not lefs cordially admired, by all thofe who may 
have enjoyed the pleafure of auricular evidence to 
Sir Richard's oratory* The thought of convening 

the 
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the Bihie into a jest sook^ is, we believe, quite 
new, and not more original in itfelf, than charac- 
teriftically jufl in its application to this fpeaker. We 
all know that Saul afFedted infanity for the fake of re- 
ligion, in the early periods of our holy faith ; and 
why fo great an example fliould not be imitated in 
■later times we leave it to the prophane to fliew. 

We know not whether it is worth obferving, that 
the eloquence of this illuilrious family is not con- 
fined to Sir Richard alone ; but that his brother in- 
herits the fame gift, and if poffible in a greater de^ 
gree. It is faid, there is an intention of divefting 
this latter gentleman of his cleric irQbe, and bring- 
ing him into the fenate, as the avowed competitor of 
our modern Cromwell. If this happy event (hould 
luckily take place, we fliall liter^ally fee the obferva- 
tion then realifed, that the Miniftry will give to their 
wicked enemies, on the other fide^of the Houfe^ 
what they have fo long wanted and deferved,

Jol^ as fome of our more learned readers may 
know, is a book in the Old Teftament, and is ufed 
here per Jyncchdochen^ as part for the whole. Nothing 
can be more natural, than the preference given to 
this book, on this occafion, as Sir R. is well known 
in his fpeeches to be fo admirable an auxiliary to its 
precepts. The perfon of the name of Joe^ who has 
recived fo laconic a mention, in the lafl line of the 
above extradt, will be recognifed by the critical and 
the intelligent, as the fame individual who'dfftin- 
guifhed himfelf fo eminently in the fixteenth cen- 
tury, as a writer and a wit, namely, Mr, Jofefh 
Miller I a great genius, and an author, avowedly in 
the higheft eftimation with our learned Baronet.

Sir R, may fairly 
and truly reply, My Godfathers^ &c, and quote the 
whole of the lower aflembly, as coming undfr thac 
defcription.

Merlin^ led, as may be eafily fuppofed, by fympa^ 

thy of rank, talents, and character, now pointed

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Ills wand to another worthy baronet, hardly left 
^vorthy of diflindlion than the lail perfonage himfelf, 
namely, Sir Jrfeph Mawbey, Of him the author feti 
cut with faying. 

Let this, ye wife, be ever underftood. 
Sir Jofeph is as witty as he's good.— 

Here, for tiie firfl time, the annotators upon this 
immortal poem, find themfelves compelled, in cri- 
tical juflice, to own, that the author has not kept 
entire pace with the original which he has aife^ed to 
imitate.

Our author concludes his defcription of this great 
fenator with the following diftich :

His trade a hog is — and his wit — a boar,-^ 

It has been propofed to us to amend the fpelling 
of the laft word, thus, hn; this improvement, 
however, as it was called, we reject as a calumny. 

Where the beauty of a paflage is pre-eminently 
flriking as above, we wafte not criticilin in ufeleft . 
efforts at emendation* 
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The writer goes oiu He tells you he cannot quit 
this hiftory of wits, without faying fomething of 
another individual ; whom, however, he defcribes 
Ri every way inferior to the two laft mentioned, but 
who, ncverthelefs, poflefles fome pietentions to a 
place in the RoUiad^ The individual alludded to, is 
Mr. George Seiwyn. The author defcribes him as a 
man pofTelTed of 

A plenteous ftore of ready retail wit. 
Made for each fize, that fome it fure may fit ; 
Cut for fuppos*d occafions, like the trade, 
Where old new things for every fliape are made ! 
Such as in Monmouth-ftrcet ; for here we fee, 
At hand for ev'ry make— for you, for me. 
To this aflbrtment well preparM at home. 
No human chance unfitted e*er can come : 
No accident, however ftrahge or queer, 
But meets its ready, well kept comment here.
